Myton was arrested and is held on a 
charge of murder in the first degree. 
Habeas corpus proceedings have already 
been instituted to ebtain his release. 

The killing last night is the first trag- 
edy to result. from the demonstrations 
‘which have formed part of the propa- 
‘ganda instituted by the I, W. W. in be- 
half of Joseph Hilistrom, ‘the “ hoho 
poet,” who is sentenced to be executed

drawing his revolver. Myton fired three 
times and Horton fell to the pavement 
-dead. Two bullets had pierced his 
lungs and one penetratec his heart. 
Horton’s associates who had witnessed 


rested Myton. 

Myton is well known throughout the 
State, having figured in politics here 
for twenty years. Some’ of the most 
prominent attorneys in the city, ' in- 
censed over the-attack on Myton, wis- 
ited him in the city prison today and 
volunteered their services. The Elks 
Lodge has also appointed a committee 
ito handle the case for the organization, 
and, if possible, to obtain the immedi- 
ate release of .Myton.

BRITISH IN STEEL HELMETS. 


““ Pudding-Dish ”. Headpieces Make 
- Soldiers Look Like Crusaders. 


LONDON, Monday, Nov. 1.—On some 
parts of the Flanders battle front the 
British Army authorities have begun 
serving out to the men in the firing 
trenches steel helmets similar to those 
introduced by the French. The British 
helmet is perfectly plain and not dec- 
orated like the French, which has a 
grenade crest and a rigid crown. 

The British helmet exactly resembles 
a pudding basin. It is lined with soft 
Meachat, and, while light, it is very 

The men are said to be de- 
lighted with the new equipment, be- 
cause’ of the added sense of securit 
against splinters, bullets, and bom 
fragments. One report says that in a 
small section of the trenches thirty 
men were saved from serious head 
wounds during the first four days of 
the experiment. The helmet lends a 
bizarre air to» the troops, who wear it 
over the Balaklava ‘wool helmet, giving 
them the appearance of Crusaders. 


SWEDEN GETS AN APOLOGY. 


Germany Expresses Regret for At- 
tack on a Submarine. 


STOCKHOLM, Oct, 31.—The German 
Minister to Sweden has presented a 
note relative' to the attack made by 
a German armed traveler on the Swed- 
ish submarine Hvalen off Ystad.

NEW BRITISH AGENT COMING. 


Sir Henry Paul Harvey Will Rep- 
resent the Treasury Here. 


LONDON, Oct, 81.—Sir Henry Paul 
Harvey, Chief Auditor of the National 
Health Insurance, has been appointed 
the representative of the British Treas- 
ury in the United States. 


Sir Henry Paul Harvey-has had a dis- 
‘tinguished career. As Financial Ad- 
viser to the Egyptian Government he 
was the de facto Premier of Egypt, for 
he was ex officio a member of its Cab- 
inet and possessed the power of veto. 

Sir Henry is 56 years old, and after 
Rugby and New College, Oxford, en- 
tered the civil service. In 1895 he was 
appointed assistant private secretary 
and later private secretary to the Mar- 
— of Lansdowne, then. Secretary for 

ar. 

After this he was appointed represent- 
ative of the British Government on the 
International Commission on Greek Fi- 
nance, and later filled a similar office 
on the commission appointed to take 
control of the finances of Macedonia. 
When Sir Vincent Corbett resigned as 
Financial, Adviser to Egypt he was at 
once selected. 

While in Macedonia he was appointea 
to the rank of Councilor of. Embassy, 
and still retains that rank. He was 
knighted by King George in 1911.

Bronx Building Inspector 
Because Fuse Goes Out. 


William Tecumseh Sherman Vreeland, 
son of Jacob Vreeland, Chief Inspector 
of the Bronx Borough Building Bureau, 
came to his and his father’s home at 261 
East 239th Street, in the Woodlawn sec- 
tion of the Bronx, about midnight on 
Saturday, and found in the vestibule a 
package which he kicked about con- 
temptuously and then picked up. He 
found that it was a stick of dynamite, 
with about an inch of fuse attached to 
it. The end was burned, indicating that 
the fuse had gone out when very close 
to the dynamite.

CANVASSED THE PUPILS 


Ten Cents Each Was Private Con- 
cern’s Charge for Individual 
Strips, 25 Cents for Groups.

Commissioner of Accounts Leonard M. 
Walistein has submitted a report to 
Mayor Mitchel upholding complaints re- 
ceived at the Mayor's office against the 
photographing of school children. Rep- 
resentatives of the Willson Magazine 
Company have been making photo- 
graphs of the children in thirty schools 
of the city, and, according to Commis- 
sioner Wallstein, the teachers have been 
asked to act as canvassers in the sale 
of the pictures and to collect the money 
from the pupils. 

A group picture of several pupils ‘is 
taken and then the picture of each child 
is enlarged. Group pictures sell at 25 
cents each and single or “strip ’’ pic- 
tures at 10 cents. 


In his report Mr. Walistein said: 


“The usual practice has been.for the 
teacher ‘to make announcement to her 
class of the information set out in the 
notice addressed to the teacher, to dis- 
tribute the strip pictures to the respec- 
tive children in her class, and to. re- 
ceive from them within a day or two 


either a return of the picture or 10 cents 
for each picture not returned. 


Teachers Collect the Money. 


‘The money is retained by the teacher 
until Mr. Hall calls at the school, where, 
upon arrival, he goes to the office of the 
Principal’s assistant, has word sent to 
the teachers that he has arrived, and 
the teachers then bring or send the pro- 


ceeds of the pictures sold, together with 
the pictures unsold. Accompanying the 
envelope containing the strip pictures of 
the children in the class each teacher re- 
ceives, free of charge, one of the group 
photos.”’ 

Commissioner Wallstein anid the testi- 
mony of W. Foster Hall, who is a rep- 
resentative of the Willson Magazine 
Company indicates, that the illson 
Company is not a corporation, but a 
proprietary concern of which Mr. Will- 
son is the owner. The company is a 
Philadelphia concern. 

The magazine company made the pro- 
posal to John W. Davis; Director ag the 
Bureau of Compulsory Education, 
School Census, and Child Welfare that 
school children be photographed with- 
out expense to the city or the children. 
He said that compensation. would come 
to the concern through the sale of pho- 
tographs at 10 cents each for four of 
the five pictures of each child which 
would be taken at one exposure, the 
fifth picture being used for the child’s 
identification card. 

Mr. Davis testified that the photo- 
graphing of school children for the pur- 
pose of affixing a copy of the’ photo- 
graph to a card giving information 
which would assist in the identification 
of the child was of great assistance in 
the work of his bureau in keeping chil- 
dren off the streets and in school. The 
; Board of Education had asked for an 
appropriation to purchase cameras for 
this purpose, but it was eliminated from 
the final budget.

changes in State Government, which, 
in recent years, have been regularly 
followed by complete overturns of the 
Conservation Commission, and a great 
majority ‘of the convention agreed 
with that view. 


‘No Sale of Timber. 


You criticise the prohibition against 
the sale of. dead and .down timber. 
The: first consideration in the mind of 
the convention was the absolute pres- 
ervation of the forests as a means of 
. preserving the water supply, and as a 
natural regulator -of the flow of 
streams so important to all the in- 
habitants of the State. With this in 


view, the cutting of trees in the for- 
est preserve: was absolutely prohibited, 
and the power of the department ‘over 
dead and down timber was limited 
to such removals‘only as may be. nec- 
essary for firé prevention and refor- 
estation. The prohibition against sale 
to which you refer was considered by 
the men ‘most familiar with the forest 
region and with the subject to be a 
useful provision to prevent any trans- 
gression of those limitations. ° 

You criticise the provisions giving 
the Commission jurisdiction over the 
fish supply because of the exception 
ef migratory fish of the sea within 
he limits of the marine district. 
Those provisions reproduce the ex- 
isting statute law on the subject and 
authority remains in the gislature 
to enlarge the power at its discretion. 
The exception,...vou mention was 
created by the Legislature and now 
exists, and Without. disturbing it’ the 
Constitution gives the Legislature au- 
thority to. sweep away the exception 
if it is deemed wise. : 
. I am impressed,-my dear Mr.. Per- 
kins, both by the substance of your 
communication and by the manner 
in which you have carried on our cor- 
respondence, with a conviction that 
you have not really given. to this 
revised Constitution the benefit of 
impartial consideration, but have, un- 
consciously, perhaps, permitted the 
antagonisms of your political situa- 
tion to bias your mind and to put 
you into an attitude of hostility to the 
measure and to the men who have 
been engaged in it; so that instead of 
basing your conclusion upon the rea- 
sons which you have stated you have 


. without knowing it sought for rea- 


sons to sustain a. foregone . adverse 
conclusion. I regret the attitude, and 
submit that the reasons given are 
wholly inadequate to sustain it.

‘We have more faith in our average Goy- 
ernors than. has Mr. Perkins, and, even 
if we Uae not, any one who will read 
Article V. of the proposed Constitution 
will see that the Governor has oppor- 
tunity: to. amend his recommendation 
prior to the-action of the Legislature. 


Doesn’t Destroy Markets. 


“I know that’ Mr. Perkins is deeply 
interested in. providing adequate ma- 
chinery: for the distribution of . city 
food supplies. I have actively sup- 
ported his ideas on this matter, and I 
intend to continue to do-so. His ob- 
jection: to the proposed Constitution .on 
this line, however, comes down only to 
this, that he would like to see any 
State market agency-a separate inde- 
pendent department instead of an 1m- 
ortant and fundamental part of the 
partment of Agriculture. This is 
exactly what ie reformer wishes for 
own pet hob This is exact:y 
the force which in twenty years has 
raised the separate independent admin- 
istrative agencies of the State from 39 
to 152. No better illustration of the 
wisdom of the proposed Constitution in 
limiting the mienbor of independent de- 
partments could be found. 

‘With regard to conservation Mr. 
Perkins does not seem to realize any 
necessity for continuous administration. 
He ‘takes no-account of the fact that 
from 1895 to 1915 the Conservation De- 
partment has been changed from one 
number of Commissioners to another 
and back again, from one Commissioner 
to many. Commissioners, until the. eye 
grows weak and the brain dizzy at the 
spectacle of almost ceaseless change 
without progress,. It is just as con- 
ceivable that. a fine man like George 

Pratt would be Conservation Super- 
Intendent under such a commission. as 
it is the demonstrated fact.that a fine 
man like. Dr. John H.. Finley. will: be- 
come head of the State Education De- 
partment under the Board of Regents. 

Disposes of the Fish’ Trust. 

‘“*Mr. Perkins also objects to the con- 
servation article because it does not 
permit the sale of the State’s timber. 
The public has. its own ideas upon this 
subject, which it has already expressed 
with unquestioned force. 
‘Mr. erkins apparently does not 
know that jeg Fag murs over the 
angle | fish. the sea ‘vests pri- 
marily in the National Government. 
Whatever .power may be given. to the 
Conservation Commission by -the laws 
of the State, the Legislature is em- 
powered to grant to it; and_ so, at one 
stroke, there ‘disappears that. ‘fine 
Italian hand of. the .fish trust’ by the 
allegation of which Mr. Perkins, and 
Mr. care laugh themselves out of 
court.”

FINANCE EXPERTS TO AID 


Their Estimates to be Submitted 
te Legislature Early in 
Coming Session, 


ALBANY, Oct. 31.—A plan to formu- 
late a tentative State budget for presen- 
tation to the Legislature in a financial 
message by Governor Whitman soon 
after the firat of next year, became 
known here tonight when correspon- 
dence between the Executive and Sena- 
tor C, T. Horton, Chairman of the 
Senate Civil Service Committee, was 
meade public. The Governor asked Seng- 
tor Horton for the aid of hig committee 
in preparing the proposed budget and 
the committee readily agreed to hel 

Besides the Governor and. the Civil 
Service Committee, the Chairmen of the 
Senate Finance Committee and of the 
Assembly Ways and Means Compiittee, 
the Governor’s private secretary and 
two pudget experts will make up the 
conference. It is planned to lay before 
this conference the estimates submitted 
by the State Controller and to summon 
department heads before it. 

The Senate Ciyil Seryice Committee at 
present is prepaving a report for the 
Senate upon the standardization and re- 
classification af salaries in the State 
service. . While ne-.official announce- 
ment has been made of the committee’s 
work, it was reported that it ~would 
recommend a reduction of from 5 to 7 
per cent. in the number of State em- 
ployes. As there are approximately 17,- 
000 salaried State employes this would 
mean the dismiasal of from 9800 to 
1,200 persons. 

In his letter to Senator Horton in- 
viting the members of the committee 
to take part in the conference, Governor 
Whitman said: 

_ “It is my earnest desire that all the 
facts regarding the cast of State gov- 
ernment, which will be represented by 


‘our next budget, shall be known and 


thoroughly discussed before final action 
is taken thereon by the Execytive. .In 
this thought I am not fmfluenced by 
the budget plan of the proposed new 
Constitution. A procedure of. public 
analysis and consideration should be 
the rule for State appropriations, 
whether or not the new constitutional 
prevision is adopted. 

‘To that end I have planned to seek 
the co-eperationn of oo ig 89 Pic 
formulate a tentative State budget for 
submission to the Legiglature early in 
the next session.

State Laws Not Applicable in Res-| 
_ervations, Attorney General Holds. 


ALBANY, Oct. 31.—In an opinion made 
public today Attorney General Wood- 
bury holds that the State of New York 
has no power to legislate for tribal In- 
dians living in reservations within its 
borders. . 

For 138 years, the opinion says, the 
State has sought to make laws for the 
Indian tribes, but has no authority to 
do so, for if the various laws of New 
York were applicable to the Indians 
heir tribal condition speedily would be 

roken up. A _ recent decision of the 
United States Suprefhe Court held that 
power to terminate and break up tribal 
organization was sted exclusively -in 
the Federal Goverfment. The Indians 
are amenable, however, for infractions 
of the Staie conservaticn law committed 
off the reservations.

Democrats, wifch was an overwhelming mayen of 
the delegates @ both parties.

SPECIOUS ARGUMENT. 
“Some .of the arguments of the 
pacifists who would defeat’ the move- 
ment for military preparedness are 
ingenious and seem, at first glance, 
To urge Congress top with- 
hold its approval from the Admin- 
istration’s plan of military .improve- 
ment on the ground that much. of the- 
money now annually expended “tor 
the support of the military- ‘esta blish- 
ment is unwisely expended may seem 
logical to persons unaccustomed to 
do their own thinking. A little care- 
ful examination, however, will con-’ 
vince. any reasonable person that “to. 
argue thus is merely : to. insist that 
two wrongs make a right. The pres- 
ent annual appropriation ‘for the army 
is. not large enough to meet its ‘Te-| 
§uiremenits under the new. plan. 
After years of neglect ‘we cannot pro- 
vide for defense without a larger ex- 
penditure. Everybody, except the pol- 
iticians and those“of their adherents 
and supporters who profit pecuniarily 
by the retention of: the purely polit- 
ieal . garrisoned. . posts,. desires . the 
abolition of those posts. ‘ Hverybody 
wants the administration of our mil- 
itary affairs to be businesslike and 

economical. 

A moderate increase in the num- 
bers of the regular army, the provi- 
sion for it of ample munitions, and the 
establishment. of an efficient reserve 
are matters which require immediate 
action. It is to be hoped that the dis- 
cussion of these matters, when Con- 
gress convenes, will lead also to the 
institution of modern business meth- 
ods in army expenditures, and the 
elimination of needless sources oF ex- 
pense. 


CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT- 
HISTORY. 

The desire for change in the name 
of progress which is considered a 
Western characteristic was really 
born in the East. In this State, for 
example, ‘until 1911 there had been 
only ten rejections of some fifty-six 
proposed amendments of the Consti- 
tution. But in 1911 the presumption: 
was changed from affirmative ~ to 


‘fegativé, . About’ the time the West, 
was adopting laws’ afid Constitutions. 


in © volumes ‘upon: ‘referendum © this: 
State made a clean sweep of all seven 
proposals, ‘the smgllest negative ma- 
jority being 41,572. Six years pre- 
viously the people of this State were 
also asked to pass.upon seven amend- 
ments, and ‘all were adopted. But in 
that year also there was a record 
important to remember in the more 
important’ election of the present 
year. 

The vote upon the seven proposals 
ranged between one-third. and one- 
quarter of the vote, cast at the pre- 
ceding election. Over a million blank 
ballots were cast. It would almost 
seem that. in proportion as the elec- 
tion is important it fails to attract 
the ‘attention: of the electorate. The 
attitude of the voters upon questions 
of principle ig at best indifferent or- 
neutral, as though they wished the 
decision to rest with those interested 
in ‘the various proposals, or as though 
they washed their handg.of the neces- 
sity of reading, still less-passing judg- 
ment ,upon, 30,000. words of the pro- 


"The reason for reviving the. rec- 
ord is to impress upon the voters that 
detlinirig ‘to' vote upon qutestions 
which concern the entire people is the 
same as.allowing the decision to be 
made by small portions of the electo- 
rate who have selfish and partial in- 
terests which they are eager to place 
above the public interest as a whole: 
Clamorous ‘appeals to the electorate 
are made by various organizations not 

pretending to claim that they have 
the public interest at heart. In the 
forefront of their appeals selfishness 
large.

:‘ THE TEST AT AGUA PRIETA. 

The first test of CARRANzA’Ss 
stréngth since the act of recognition 
will be at Agua Prieta, across the 
border from the Arizona town of: 
Douglas, which has already suffered 
from Mexican warfare in: its very 
dooryards. “Douglas isto be defended, 
in’ case’ Mexican bullets and. shells 
‘cross. the’ line, by 5,000 American 
troops armed with four batteries of 
artillery. The Carranza garrison at 
Agua Prieta has not been véry strong 
or.very well armed, but .the troops are 
well intrenched, and the reinforce- 
ments. from Nuevo Leon, which have 
traveled over American soil, with the 
permission of the United States’ Gov- 
errment, should by this time “have 
reached the place. So there is a 
chance. that this engagement. may 
serve to. eliminate Virtua from: the 
Mexican situation. Probably the dis- 
patches exaggerate the strength of 
his forces and his armament. With 
all his best Generals out of the war, 
and in harbors of refuge on this side 
of the border, it is difficult to un- 
derstand how he could have held to 
him- quite so many, men; but jt is 
known that he is fairly well supplied 
with arms and ammunition. Success 
at Agua Prieta would establish VIL- 
La’s power :n Sonora and permit him 
to continue as a dangerous factor in 
the situation. It is to be hoped, 
therefore, that if ViLLA, on second 
thoughts,. does not avoid the battle 
he may be definitely defeated, so that 
Mexico may be at peace. It is to.be. 
hoped, also, that the American troops 
will not be. drawn into the conflict, for 
that would complicate the situation. If 
many of them were killed the conse- 
quences might be serious. 

Victory for CARRANZA now would 
remove his most’ formidable enemy, 
but he has many other probléms 'to 
contend. with before ‘he can’ settle 
@own té the hard work” of. national 
reorganization. - The’ border’ troublés- 
éontinue: in the Brownaviile neigh-{ 
borhood, and there are tales from 
other parts of Mexico of lawlessness 
on the part of avowed Carranza men; 
which indicate that he may have as 
much trouble in keeping his support- 
‘ers in.order as in overcoming. his 
enemies. Still, the final defeat of 
VitLaA at Agua Prieta will greatly 
strengthen CARRANzA’S position and 
should have a strong moral _effect 
on those followers of ZAPATA who 
still hold out against. the de facto 
Government. With his military op-. 
ponents removed, CARRANZA will have 
an opportunity to show his qualities 
asa statesman. 

| A RN SEN ASAE EC 
IN MASSACHUSETTS. 
‘Mr. CHARLES S. Bird, twice. the’ 
Progressive candidate for Governor 
of Massachusetts, ‘is setting a wise 
and patriotic example to his party in 
that State and everywhere by appear- 
ing on the same platform with Mr.

} pean war, there ‘is a 
certain corisolation to be derived’ from 
the fact that the victims have’ died’ for 
the most ware of injuries réceived’ in 
battle. : 

The. diseases’ which all through the ages 
have ravaged the soldiers of every nation 
more severely than. have the various 
‘weapons, missile and trenchant, used. by 
them against one another are.at last con- 
quered by the army. surgeon, as he is 
still called. He has, ‘of course, all and 
more than all of his old work.to do in 
the way. of caring for the wounded as 
well as he can, but he now. undertakes 
and -efficiently performs the evén more 
important task of guarding «the men 
‘from the acute, infectious fevers that 
until years far from remote constituted 
thie chief danger of war. 

The most dreaded of all thised mala- 
dies, typhus, did, indeed, gain. a -firm 
foothold in Serbia during Austria’s first 
attack on that country, and it then du- 
plicated the slaughters of the old-time 
plagues, but evén this was soon stamped 
out when a few foreign doctors_ utilized 
against it the resources. of modern sani-. 
tafy science. At -preseiit»'the 'Serbians 
Lagan ,to"be-as_coinpetent to take care of 

mselves-in camp and.trench as are 
any of the: peoples engaged: in’ the great 
conflict. From the other theatres of the 
war we hear almost nothing about. dis- 
ease among the troops, and certainly we 
would have done so before this if there 
had been any of the epidemics hitherto 
supposed to be inevitable whenever men 
were gathered in’ large numbers < and 
lacked the safeguards of ordinary life. 

Apart from the perils of the firing line, 
the soldier engaged in an active cam- 
paign now lives in conditions as regards 
health that are as good as, or better 
than, those he had at home. Much of 
his time is passedin the open air, and 
the hardships he encounters are. mostly 
of the kind that give the impatient suf- 
ferer from them an: increase of physical 
vigor.

AN ENGLISHMAN ON INDIA. 


The Gréat Mass of. People Wish 
Only to be Let Alone. 


New York, ‘Oct: 80, 1915. 
To the Rditor of The New York Times: 
As an Englishman resident for fifteen years 


in| India and only. just réturned from that [ 


country, I shouidi like to express my views 
on; the letters you have recently printed froni 
Mr. Dulles and from Mr, Wagel. 

To deal first with Mr. Dulles's letter; ‘he 
has evidently associated, necessarily from his 
occupation, with the ‘‘student’’ class of 
the population. . This class, notoriously radical 
or. revolutionist in all countries, in India is 
undoubtedly permeated with advanced ideas 
with regard to the future of India, and so 
tong as these ideas do not take the form of 
open sedition to the Government,.the English 


Government tolerates even if it does not |° 


favor the. expression of those . views. 

But ‘to take ‘the views of’ this ‘‘ student "’ 
class as an expression of the opinions of 
Indians generally is absurd, seeing that they 
form-but a drop in the ocean of the total 
population. It miust never be forgotten that 
the total population of India is over three 
hundred millions, and of this vast number 
about 95 ‘per cent. is purely agricultural, 
merely asking, as they have for centuries, 
‘to be let alone to pursue theit occupation in 
peace and to be assured that they will be al- 
lowed to harvest thé.crops they produce. 

As to social questions, it is impossible for 
any one not familiar with India to realize 
the practical impossibility of free and open 
association of English people with Indians. 
A’ certain amount of intercourse is possible 
and is carried out in the form of public 
gatherings and meetings for charitable end 
social purposes, but family association be- 
tween’ English-and Indian familiés is clearly 
impossible because of the different position 
of English and Indian women. Indian wo- 
men, as a rule, would not be allowed to 
mingle in gatherings where Englishmen were 
present, and for high caste Hindus to sit at 
a European table would not be permitted by 
their rules of caste, as many of the things we 
eat are: strictly forbidden to them. 

‘ With regard to Mr. Wagel’s letter, I deny 

absohtitely that ‘there is any discrimination 
between the Bnglish ‘afd ‘tte Indians in the 
courts. of justice. I. have gat.on many juries 
in India and have always been. struck with 
the absolute impartiality between races 
shown by the Judges. 
. With regard.to the partiality alleged to be 
shown. by the English transportation com- 
panies to English merchants, I can state that 
this is not a fact. It is against common 
sense to suppose that a transportation com- 
pany engaged in making profits would dis- 
criminate against any customer brifiging good 
busihess., Thé-English Government is very de- 
sirous of encouraging native industries, and‘ I 
should like to point out that there is a vast 
capital, nine-tenths of which ‘is’ Indian, in- 
vested in Indian enterprises. 

Next with ‘regard sto Mr. Wagel’s lament 
that, ‘being deprived of arms, the Indians are 
becoming soft and unwarlike. 
the mass of the nation are any different from 
what .they were when the English took 
charge, 800 years: ago. Then as now they 
were a peaceable, agricultural race; . The 
great difference between the’ present position 
and that existing before the ‘‘ Pax Britan- 
nica ’’ became a fact is that the fighting 
races are no longer allowed to _Prey upon 
and .rob the common people. 

_ ‘Mr. Wagel’s letter abounds in sweeping 
statements, many of which are quite inac- 
curate, but it would take too much time to 
controvert them one by one. . I. maintain 
that the aims of the English in India are 
good and for the progress of the Indian 
people, and many of us can ‘see in the future, 
perhaps the dim future, ‘an advanced and im- 
proved india, taking equal place with the 
units of the British Empire. As to grati- 
tude, we'do not expect it, being content to 
leave the question to the judgment_of poster- 
ity.

RECREATION CENTRES. 


rHow Lack of Money Has Affected 
_ Supervised Play for Children, 


~ That conditfons ‘in the recreation * iootitren 
areGeplorablé? toshy the teast,. wili-readdly 
‘be admitted by any one familiar with - con- 
dition$ prevailing there today. The cut, in 
appropriation has forced the recreation centre 
heads. to seek means to continu’ the “work 
which today threatens. to be. obliterated en- 
tirely. That the work accomplished by the 
centres outstrips settlements doing similar 
work '-will algo be conceded by any one fa- 
miliar with-both forms of this social work. 

The recreation” centre is one of the most 
vital factors in shaping the véry’ life and: 
‘future of.the boy or girl. “It provides health- 
ful, educating récreation by giving the boy or 
girl athletics, libraries, clubs, game rooms, 
and dancing. It keeps them off the streets 
betwéen the hours of 7:30 ahd 10 in the 
evening, the; most important and at the same 
time most dangerous hours of the day. © Very 
few settlements can do this because of their 
lack of room and their scarcity of induce- 
ments to. keep: the, boy, or: girl in the settle- 
ment six nights a week'as the centre does, 

The Board of Estimate, however, evidently’ 
does not.consider -the recreation centre. a 
necessity, and.has accordingly cut off a very. 
large part of the. appropriation. The heads 
of the: recreation centres, at a loss as to what 
to do, grasped at the idea of turning as many 
of the’ centres. as. convenfent into the so- 
called social or ‘community centre, another 
name for an ordinary public dance hall, a fee 
of 5 and 10 cents being charged for admis- 
sion. 

Sharks are quick to scent: the helpless. fish, 
and the same is true of the recreation ‘centre. 
The social or. community centre proved a 
financial success from the very start. They 
literally established men and women in 
small; lucrative businesses of their own, 

What was the result of this state of af- 
fairs? It drove out of the work nearly all 
the voluntary workers, who are the only 
“persons really interested in the.» work for 
the sake of the work, and today the social 
work in the centre is. a travesty on the 
noble name it bears. . 

I have been doing social work in the centres 
for three years. I frequented the centres 
when I was a boy. ‘The centre was one of 
the instruments which helped to mold. me! 
It proved of material help to myself and to 
hundreds of others who attended and engaged 
in its activities. But today I realize what it: 
has come to. In fact I sincerely believe that 
to close them entirely would do ‘more for the 
boys and girls than to keep them open under 
existing. conditions.., The men who. collect 
the nickels and dimes are not at all inter- 
ested in who comes to the dance, as-long as 
they pay the price and ‘‘ behave” while un- 
der the roof of the schoo! building. They do 
not cate a snap what the children do when 
they leave the building; they admit that 
readily. Can any one dispute:these facts? 

There is only one course to. take in order 
to remedy this condition—a ‘full appropria- 
tion by the city. The work deserves ‘it.

Consul General: at London Will 
. Report on British-American 
Trade Difficulties. 


SAYS HE IS GOING BACK 


Denies He Has Been Recalled to be 
Sent as Ambassador to Mexico— 
Ridicules Rumor of Friction, 


Robert P. Skinner, United States Con- 
stil General at London, who was sum- 
moned to’ Washington recently to ‘re- 
port to the State Department on his in- 
vestigation of the trade situation be- 
tween this country and Great Britain, 
arrived here yesterday afternoon on the 
Holland-Amierica liner Rotterdam and 
left at. once for Washington. The Con- 
sul General denied the cabled report 
that he had ‘beer recalled, either on ac-- 
count of friction with the American 
Embassy at London or with officials 
of. the BritishBoard of. Trade. 

‘There is no reason for me to believe 
any stich thing,” Mr: Skinner continued, 
‘* because’ before | I left Landon I re- 
ceived a number of calls ‘from Various 
persens -which :would refute .any..such 
suggestion. There are a ‘number .of 
matters: relating to.trade and other, in- 
terests that have been .the subject ..of: 
much correspondence, and I have come 
home.to discuss, thése things: personally 
with Secretary Lansing. I expect to 
remain: about ; month,,. and then L:-will 
return to London.’

bassador to Mexico.

Melville; at his: home at 123 West Sev- 
enty- -second Street. Melville, who is 71 
years old, insisted last night’ that he 
could not account for his arrest.

After 
inapecting the place, without ‘finding 
gaming devices, the detectives .took .a 
few ‘packs of cards, put a’ uniformed 
policeman in the house and departed.

City: Bank Sees Great hoigoe: 
ments, but Warns of the Need 
for a Sounder Basis. 


WAR PROF ITS. UNCERTAIN 


Gratified by Allies’ Loan, but Fore- 
tells Further Measures That 
Must Be Adopted. 


The National City Bank says in its 
November letter that reports of business 
improvement are coming from all parts 
of the country, and that the contrast 
they make with conditions of a year ago 
is calculated ‘‘ to inspire the most pro- 
found sentiments of relief, satisfaction 
and gratitude.” 

In recounting factors of prosperity the 
bank sounds a warning, however, that a 
sounder basis for betterment in some 
lines must be found before the way will 
be clear for a permanent advance. 

‘There is a big, swift river to cross,” 
says the letter, ‘‘ before the country can 
rely upon a long period of uninterrupted 
prosperity before it. There is, nothing 
under the surface or anywhere in the 
present situation to occasion alarm at 
this time, but it certainly would not be 
prudent to lose sight for one moment of 
the fact’ that the state of prosperity 
which’ we are entering upon is more or 
less precarious, because based to an im- 
portant extent upon uncertain and un- 
stable foundations, ‘ 

“The industrial companies which are 
making large war profits are believed 
to be generally pursuing a conservative 
policy, reducing “indebtedness, increas- 
ing sinking funds: and reservations, and 
certifying themselves against a reversal 
of times later on. -It will be-well for 
the wage earners’ who are enjoying high 
wages and war bonuses to make similar 
provisions.” 

Every revival in the past, the letter 
continues, has been under the leadership 
of the railways. The undertaking of 
new construction work would aid em- 
ployment and contribute to the general 
improvement of business, but before this 
can. become the. slogan.f the carriers 
the. investing public. must. be convinced 
that the. railways will be allowed to en- 
joy the benefits of extension work and 
economies ‘of operation. ~ 

‘Tf :the -révival of ‘business now 
under way,’ says the letter, “ should 
develop traffic and earnings enough 
to reinstate railway securities in popu- 
lar favor, the way would be opened to 
raise money, but confidence in railway 
investments has been seriously shaken 


by the net results of wage-fixing, by: 


arbitration and rate-fixing by public 
commissions.. The theory of public au- 
thority and supervision over railways is 
not in itself in controversy, but that 
authority must be exercised with more 
liberality than it hag been of late if the 
public 1s voluntarily to supply the capi- 
tal for railway development.” 

In spite. of vigorous and influential 
local opposition in all parts of the coun- 
try to the Anglo-French loan, the letter 
says, the issue was taken up with re- 
markable ease. ‘A large part of the se- 


curities was placed permanently with- 
out the payment of commissions, 
bankers patying their services Bai nae 
charge, because they believe¢

The bank reports progress in the work 
of its six branches in South America, 
despite many difficulties brought on by 
the war. he. establishment of the 
agency in Petrograd is described as an 
important step toward business. expan-- 
sion abroad. Russia, the letter says, is 
considered one of the: best fields for 
Ameri¢an enterprise to be opened up 
when the war ends.
